The  Statue  of  Liberty  certainly  deserved  the  MVP  trophy  in  the  Witches  20-14 
triumph  at  Bertram  Field  Sunday.  At  least,  the  play  that  bear’s  the  monument’s 
name  deserves  some  credit.  Fullback  Tanya  Griggs  ran  it  to  the  endzone/rom  15 
yards  out  on  Salem’s  first  possession. 

Although  it  was  evident  from  a spectator’s  point  of  view  that  each  side  wanted  to 
win,  both  teams  were  winners  when  it  came  to  the  main  objective,  which  was 
good-spirited  fun.  In  addition,  the  contest,  which  was  attended  by  614,  raised

ter. The  speedster  returned  an  Erika  Reppucci  punt  40  yards  for  the  score. 
The  Salem  defense,  led  by  soccer  standouts  Amy  Kasprzyk  and  Shakeya  Tucker, 
held  tight,  preventing  the  Panthers  from  scoring  until  their  final  first-half  pos- 
session. Quarterback  Aimee  Sinclair  ran  it  in  from  five  yards  out  on  a sneak  to 
the  right.  Beverly  soccer  player  Jill  Beilke  added  the  extra  point  making  it  13-7  at 
the  break. 

The  score  remained  the  same  until  late  in  the  fourth  quarter.  The  Witches  con- 
trolled the  clock  with  long  runs  by  Griggs,  Marybeth  Egan,  Jen  O’Hara  and 
Kristen  Yale.  Much  of  the  yardage  gained  came  off  the  reliable  Statue  of  Liberty 
play. 

The  Panthers  knotted  the  score  when  running  back  Lesley  White  (another  soccer 
player)  scrambled  50  yards  unscathed.
